Dear  Alumni: 


Northwestern  State  University's  reputation  for  academic  excellence  has  been 
enhanced  in  recent  months  by  positive  reports  from  national  organizations 
which  provide  accreditation  to  various  areas  of  the  institution. 

The  Division  of  Education  has  received  accreditation  from  the  National 
Council  for  Accreditation  of  Teacher  Education — or  NCATE — following  a 
lengthy  process  that  included  a  self-study  of  the  division  by  faculty  and  staff 
and  an  on-site  evaluation  by  NCATE  examiners. 

As  I  have  stated  in  meetings  with  students,  faculty  and  staff,  alumni  and 
others  who  are  interested  in  the  university,  the  report  from  NCATE  was  by  far 
the  most  positive  response  to  an  evaluation  by  an  accrediting  agency  that  I  have 
reviewed  in  more  than  thirty  years  at  Northwestern. 

The  university  met  standards  in  17  areas  of  evaluation  without  weaknesses. 
That  underscores  the  quality  of  the  university's  education  program,  which  has 
been  such  an  integral  part  of  the  institution  since  it  was  founded  in  1884. 

Northwestem's  Division  of  Business  also  received  this  year  accreditation 
from  the  Association  of  Collegiate  Business  Schools  and  Programs,  a  nationwide 
organization  of  more  than  500  colleges  and  universities  with  business  programs. 

Accreditation  by  ACBSP  assures  students,  faculty,  prospective  students 
and  prospective  employers  of  graduates  of  the  program  that  the  NSU  Division 
of  Business  meets  nationally-recognized  standards  of  quality. 

The  university  also  received  notification  this  fall  that  the  NSU  chemistry 
program  has  been  added  to  the  list  of  institutions  approved  by  the  American 
Chemical  Society's  Committee  on  Professional  Training.  This 
national  recognition  enhances  the  reputation  of  that  academic 
program  and  makes  the  department  more  attractive  to  prospective 
students  and  faculty. 

Northwestern  has  taken  gigantic  strides  in  upgrading  academic 
programs  in  recent  years,  and  the  endorsements  this  year  of 
Education,  Business  and  Chemistry  by  national  accrediting 
organizations  validate  the  stability  and  strength  of  the  university's 
academic  offerings. 

NSU's  expanding  reputation  for  academic  excellence  is  a 
major  factor  in  this  year's  record  enrollment  of  8,761 ,  which  is 
up  from  8,552  in  the  fall  of  1993.  This  fall  marked  the  eighth 
lime  in  the  past  ten  semesters  that  enrollment  at  NSU  reached  an 
all-time  high. 

Clearly,  Northwestern  is  attracting  more  students  and  students  with  greater 
academic  skills  and  capabilities  in  large  part  as  a  result  of  challenging,  exciting 
academic  programs  that  are  meeting  national  standards  for  excellence  and 
effectiveness. 

I  am  confident  that  you  join  me  in  applauding  the  faculty  members  and 
students  who  have  created  the  kind  of  programs  that  made  accreditation  and 
national  recognition  possible  for  our  university.

Robert  A.  Alost 
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Dr.  Newton  Wilkes 
believes  the  field  of 
health  and  physical 
education  is  much  more 
than  rolling  out  a  hall 
and  saying  go  play  a 
game.  The  field  can 
include  sports  marketing, 
nutrition  and  even 
psychology. 

"The  face  of  physical  education  is 
changing,"  said  Wilkes,  who  is 
entering  his  third  year  as  a 
department  head  at  NSU.  "We  want 
to  make  sure  our  students  are 
prepared  for  those  changes." 

Among  the  changes  made  by 
Wilkes  is  to  change  the  name  of  the 
department  from  the  Department  of 
Health,  Physical  Education  and 
Recreation  to  the  Dcparunent  of 
Health  and  Human  Performance  to 
better  emphasize  the  department's 
mission.  He  has  implemented 
graduate  programs  in  sports 
administration  and  health  promotion 
and  an  undergraduate  program  in 
health  and  exercise  science.  Wilkes 
also  plans  to  implement  a  coaching 
certification  option. 

The  new  graduate  programs  have 
led  to  an  increase  in  graduate 
students  from  two  in  1992-93  to  52 
this  year.  The  number  of  graduate 
assistants  has  increased  from  one  to 
16. 

The  sports  adminisu-ation 
option  has  drawn  graduate 
students  from  across  the  country. 
Students  learn  sports  marketing, 
promotion,  public  relations,  sports 
law,  budgeting  and  other 
administrative  aspects. 


*'One  of  the  advantages  of 
the  program  is  that  it  is 
geared  toward  practical 
knowledge/'  said  graduate 
student  Daucy  Crizer.  "You 
have  many  opportunities  to 
gain  practical  experience. 
That  experience  is  vital 
because  you  can  make  'A's', 
but  you  need  the  experience  to 
get  a  job." 

Crizer  was  hired  as 
North  western's  assistant  sports 
information  director  after  his  first 
year  in  the  graduate  program.  He  is 
near  completion  of  his  degree. 

The  program  uses  faculty  within 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Human 
Performance  along  with  faculty  from 
other  areas  of  the  university  and 
instructors  from  outside  the 
university  to  give  students  a  variety 
of  perspectives. 

Even  though  NSU's  sports 
administration  program  is  in  its 
infancy,  students  have  been 
successful  in  finding  internships 
around  the  country.  Students  have 
gained  internships  with  the  Boston 
Garden,  Indep)endence  Bowl,  Texas 
A&M,  SMU,  and  the  Alexandria 
Aces  proffesional  baseball  team. 

"Every  student  that  gains 
an  internship  is  like  an  ad  for 
our  program,"  said  Wilkes. 
"But  it's  up  to  them  to  do  well 
and  open  other  doors  for  us." 

In  the  health  promotion 
program,  students  gain  skills 
needed  to  work  in  corporate  settings 
teaching  people  to  adapt  healthy 
lifestyles. 


"We  will  serve  as  a  liasion 
between  doctors  and 
patients,"  said  James  Pickett 
of  Natchitoches.  "Health 
promotion  is  a  different  concept  than 
health  education.  In  health  education, 
one  health  related  issue  such  as 
cardiovascular  care  is  targeted.  In 
health  promotion,  we  take  a  broader 
view  and  look  at  environmental  and 
social  factors,  economic  policies  and 
political  concerns  that  can  have  an 
impact  on  health  problems." 

Regardless  of  any  future 
governmental  regulation  on  health 
care,  Pickett  feels  health  promotion 
is  going  to  be  an  area  of  greater 
emphasis  by  care  providers. 

"There  is  going  to  be  a  rise  in 
community  health  plans  which  will 
move  from  acute  care  to  a  broader 
sense  of  working  to  keeping  people 
from  getting  sick,"  said  Pickett,  who 
will  be  interning  with  Texas 
Instruments  this  spring.  "We  want  to 
provide  people  with  a  sense  that  they 
have  the  ability  to  change  the  course 
of  their  life." 

The  Department  of  Health  and 
Human  Performance  is  working  to 
develop  a  community/rural  health 
promotion  wellness  program.  The 
program  is  funded  with  $45,000  in 
state  funds  obtained  by  State  Rep. 
Jimmy  Long. 

NSU  will  be  working  to  develop 
educational  programs  to  help 
improve  the  health  of  Natchitoches 
Parish  residents.  According  to 
Wilkes,  Northwestern  will  train 
members  of  the  community  to  go 
back  into  their  community  and 
promote  improved  health  habits. 
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"This  is  an  innovative  approach  to 
health  promotion,"  said  Wilkes.  "We 
are  trying  to  promote  behavior 
modification  using  a  peer  group  of 
volunteers.  We  think  this  will  be  a 
more  effective  way  of  getting  people 
to  change  habits  that  may  be 
contributing  to  poor  health.  People 
may  listen  more  to  their  peers  in  the 
community  than  to  outsiders." 

The  Department  is  in  the  process 
of  running  health  risk  appraisals  and 
obtaining  health  profiles  of  potential 
clients.  The  funding  will  be  used  to 
hire  a  public  health  expert,  obtain 
computers  and  needed  software 
packages. 

Historically,  the  department  has 
focused  on  preparing  physical 
education  teachers.  Wilkes  has  found 
that  the  department  needs  to  modify 
the  way  it  prepares  its  students. 

"If  you  talk  to  the  students,  you 
find  that  most  of  them  want  to 
coach,"  said  Wilkes.  "When  the 
students  go  out  to  interview,  they  find 
out  there  is  limited  demand  for 
physical  education  teachers.  They 
need  people  to  teach  math,  science 
and  social  studies." 

Wilkes  plans  to  implement  a 
30-hour  coaching  certification 
option  that  focuses  on  aspects 
beyond  the  areas  of  strategies 
of  sports. 

"A  physical  education  curriculum 
doesn't  prepare  students  for  the 
coaching  profession.  Coaches  have  to 
have  knowledge  about  sports 
psychology,  care  of  injuries, 
motivation  and  leadership,  nutrition 
and  more.  It's  such  an  important 
profession  that  we  need  to  make  sure 
they  are  prepared  when  they  enter  the 
field." 


Outstanding  Teachers  Qecognized 
by  Alumni  Association 

Professor  of  education  Celia  Decker  and  professor  of  philosophy  Fraser 
Snowden  have  been  named  as  recipients  of  the  1994  Outstanding  Teacher 
A  ward  at  North  western  .  The  Outstanding  Teacher  A  ward  is  sponsored  by 
the  Northwestern  Alumni  Association. 

Decker  has  been  a  member  of  the  NSU  faculty  since  1972.  She  is  a 
member  of  the  undergraduate  and  graduate  faculty  in  early  childhood 
education.  Decker  earned  her  bachelor's  degree  at  The  University  of  the 
Ozarks,  her  master's  at  the  University  of  Kansas  and  a  doctorate  at  the 
University  of  Arkansas.  She  has  also  taught  at  East  Texas  State  University,  the 
University  of  Arkansas  and  in  the  Kansas  City  Independent  School  District 

Her  recent  publications  and  papers  have  included  her  research  on  developing 
visual  literacy,  parenting  in  the  21st  century  and  a  general  work  on  early 
childhood. 

Decker  is  a  member  of  the  Association  for  Childhood  Education 
International,  Louisiana  Association  on  Children  Under  Six,  National 
Association  for  the  Education  of  Young  Children,  National  Association  of 
Early  Childhood  Teacher  Educators,  Society  for  Research  in  Child 
Development  and  Southern  Early  Childhood  Association. 

Snowden  received  a  bachelor's,  master's  and  doctorate  at  Tulane 
University.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Northwestern  faculty  since 
1970.  Snowden  has  also  taught  at  Tulane  University,  Newcomb  College  and 
the  University  of  Southwestern  Louisiana. 

He  has  published  professional  articles  on  the  field  of  philosophy,  religion, 
education,  medical  ethics,  and  the  AIDS  epidemic.  His  reviews  of 
approximately  175  books  and  audiovisual  materials  have  been  published  in  a 
variety  of  scholarly  journals  and  mass-circulation  magazines. 

Snowden  has  been  involved  in  several  grant  projects  with  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities.  The  projects  include  a  three-year  grant  to  the 
Louisiana  Scholars'  College  for  curriculum  development,  a  study  grant,  "The 
Gnostic  Gospels:  Orthodoxy  and  Heterodoxy  in  Early  Christianity,"  and 
"Human  Values  in  Nursing:  An  Integrative,  Multidisciplinary  Approach"  for 
the  NSU  Division  of  Nursing. 

Decker  and  Snowden  were  honored  by  the  Alumni  Association  as  part  of 
Northwestem's  homecoming  activities. 
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A  Jorth  western 's 
X  ▼  Division  of  Education 
has  received  accreditation 
from  the  National  Council  for 
Accreditation  of  Teacher 
Education  (NCATE). 


The  accreditation  covered  the 
undergraduate  and  graduate  programs 
atNSU.  Northwestem's  Division  of 
Education  spent  the  past  three  years 
working  toward  accreditation.  The 
accreditation  process  began  with  a 
self-study  of  the  Division  by  its 
faculty  and  staff,  and  concluded  by  an 
on-site  visit  by  NCATE  examiners. 

"Accreditation  by  NCATE  attests 
to  the  quality  of  what  we  are  doing  in 
the  Division  of  Education,"  said 
Norihwestem  President  Dr.  Robert  A. 
Alost.  "The  report  we  received  was 
by  far  the  best  accrediting  report  I've 
seen  in  the  time  I've  been  at 
Northwestern." 

Alost  said  Dr.  Sandra  McCalla,  the 
former  director  of  the  Division  of 
Education,  and  the  education  faculty 
did  an  "outstanding"  job  during  the 
process  and  helped  the  Division 
receive  accreditation. 

Norihwestem  met  NCATE 
standards  in  17  areas  without 
weaknesses.  The  Division  received 
high  marks  for  the  design  and 
delivery  of  the  curriculum,  content  of 
the  curriculum  in  general  studies, 
special  studies  and  professional 
studies,  clinical  and  field-based 
experiences,  relationships  with 
graduates  and  relationships  with 
schools.  Other  strong  areas  pointed 
out  by  the  accrediting  agency 
included:  admission,  monitoring 
progress,  advisory  services, 
completion  of  program,  faculty  load, 
faculty  development,  faculty 
evaluation  and  governance. 

"Receiving  accreditation  indicates 
to  individuals  that  may  not  be  familiar 
with  Northwestern  that  our  graduates 
meet  the  same  high  standards  as  other 
NCATE  institutions  around  the 
country,"  said  NSU  associate 
professor  of  education  Dr.  Duane 
Inman,  who  was  the  Division's 
NCATE  coordinator.  "Our  efforts  to 
remain  in  compliance  with  NCATE 
standiirds  assures  that  our  teacher 
education  program  and  our  graduates 
will  be  of  the  highest  quality." 


Inman  said  that  accreditation  by 
NCATE  makes  it  easier  for 
Northwestern  graduates  to  gain 
admittance  to  postgraduate  programs.  . 
It  also  assures  out-of-state  students 
that  courses  taken  at  NSU  and  degrees 
granted  by  the  University  are 
recognized  in  their  home  states. 

NSU  gained  accreditation  under  a 
set  of  new,  rigorous  standards  set  by 
NCATE.  Schools  seeking  NCATE 
accreditation  must  meet  high 
standards  in  areas  including  quality  of 
faculty  and  graduates,  support  given 
to  graduates,  and  program  excellence. 
On-site  visits,  document  review  and 
accreditation  decisions  are  all  carried 
out  by  professionals  from  the 
education  community,  including 
teachers  and  teacher  educators  as  well 
as  education  policymakers  and  school 
specialists. 

"The  profession  itself,  including 
education  leaders,  called  for  and 
developed  the  new  tougher  standards 
for  teacher  education  accreditation," 
said  Dr.  Arthur  E.  Wise,  president  of 
NCATE.  "Institutions  that  meet  the 
standards  set  by  the  field  have  made 
an  investment  in  teacher  education 
that  will  yield  an  important  return — 
higher  quality  in  the  programs  that 
prepare  teachers  and  other  school 
specialists,  and  professional  and 
public  recognition  of  that  fact." 

NCATE  is  the  only  authorized 
accrediting  body  for  schools,  colleges 
and  departments  of  education 
recognized  by  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Education  and  the  Council  on 
Postsecondary  Accreditation.  NCATE 
accredits  500  institutions  of  1,200  that 
offer  teacher  education  programs. 
Those  500  institutions  produce  the 
majority  of  the  nation's  teaching 
force. 

Northwestern  is  accredited  until 
1999.

Acomposilion  written  in  the 
1 960's  by  a  North  western  Stale 
University  faculty  member  has  found 
new  hfe.  The  original  work, 
"KyrieEleison,"  by  professor 
of  music  Dr.  William  Hunt 
was  composed  in  1964  and 
was  recently  published  by 
Alliance  Music  Publications 
of  Houston. 

The  work  has  been 
submitted  for  inclusion  in  the 
prescribed  music  list  for 
Texas  high  school  music  festivals.  This 
list  is  also  adopted  by  the  Louisiana 
Music  Educators  Association  for  high 
school  music  festivals  in  Louisiana. 
The  composition  will  be  included  in 
new  music  clinics  throughout  the 
country  this  year. 
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Hunt  said  the  publishers  contacted 
him  after  hearing  the  work  performed 
at  a  music  educator's  conference  in 
Texas.  The  work  was  performed  by  a 
high  school  choir  conducted  by  NSU 
graduate  Keith  Dixon  at 

Hastings  High  School  in 

surburban  Houston. 

"Keith  has  performed 

several  of  my  pieces  over  the 

years.  This  piece  was  one  that 

has  been  laying  around  for 

years  and  has  been  performed 

occasionally,"  said  Hunt.  "I 

have  never  sought  publ  ication 

of  any  of  my  pieces,  but  I'm  glad  that 

perhaps  more  people  will  use  and  enjoy 

this  one." 

"Kyrie  Eleison"  was  written  to  be 
performed  a  cappella  by  soprano  and 
alto  voices.  Hunt  said  the  Greek 


language  text  is  in  the  ordinary  of  the 
pre-1960's  Catholic  mass  which  had 
one  movement  in  Greek. 

Alliance  Music  Publications  has 
commissioned  additional  compositions 
from  Hunt.  He  said  that  he  enjoys  the 
composing  process  but  doesn't  haveas 
much  time  to  compose  as  he  would 
like.  One  aid  for  composers  is  the 
development  of  computer  programs 
that  greatly  speed  up  the  creative 
process. 

"With  the  composition  programs 
available,  it  doesn't  take  as  long  to  get 
a  piece  ready  for  perfonriancc,"  said 
Hunt.  "You  can  compose  into  the 
computer  and  have  the  computer  play 
it  back  and  do  the  notations." 

Hunt  added  that  the  publishers 
expect  "Kyrie  Eleison"  to  be  widely 
used  around  the  country.

"I'm  excited  about  this  move.  I  appreciate  everything 
Northwestern  has  done  for  me,  and  I  want  to  share  with 
others  how  good  Northwestern  can  be  for  them,"  said 
Maggio.  "Northwestern  has  been  on  an  upward  trend  of 
enrollment  because  of  the  leadership  of  (President)  Dr. 


(Robert)  Alost  and  others,  and  I  want  to  keep  that  u-end 
going." 

Maggio  was  assistant  athletic  director  and 
executive  director  of  athletic  development  for  the 
Northwestern  Athletic  Association.  In  that  role, 
he  coordinated  all  fund-raising  activities  for  the 
Association.  He  was  previously  women's  track 
and  field  coach  at  NSU  for  six  years,  building  the

The  Louisiana  Constitution  was  amended  in 
1986  to  establish  a  trust  fund  utilizing  the 
Federal  offshore  oil  and  gas  settlement  to  help 
Louisiana's  education  system.  Only  the  interest  from 
this  trust  fund  is  used  to  enhance  education  in 
Louisiana,  half  for  higher  education  and  half  for  K-12 
and  vocational  education.  These  funds  are  used  to 
match  donations  raised  by  Louisiana  Colleges  and 
Universities  to  establish  endowed  chairs  and 
professorships. 

Q.    What  is  a  professorship  and  a  chair? 

A  professorship  is  created  when  a  donor  invests 
S60,000  in  Northwestern  for  a  professorship. 
These  funds  are  matched  with  $40,000  from  the  Board  of 
Regents  to  create  a  permanent  endowment  of  $100,000. 
All  of  the  principal  is  invested,  and  only  interest  from  the 
endowment  can  be  utilized  for  instructional  purposes  at 
NSU.  The  donor  may  specify  the  academic  area  of 
interest  and  name  the  professorship. 

An  Endowed  Chair  matches  a  private  contribution  of 
$600,000  with  a  state  match  of  $400,000  to  establish  a 
$1,000,000  chair. 

The  proceeds  from  the  investment  will  be  used  to  hire 
an  nationally-recognized  scholar  to  generate  excellence  in 
whatever  discipline  the  donor  designates. 

Currently,  Northwestern  has  four  Endowed 
Professorships. 

They  are:  the  Joanna  Magale  Endowed  Professorship  of 
Music;  the  N.  B.  Morrison  Endowed  Professorship  of 
Management:  the  NSU  Coughlin-Saunders  Endowed 
Professorship  for  Nursing  and  Allied  Health;  and  the 
Carolyn  Cole  Saunders  Endowed  Professorship  for 
Nursing  and  Allied  Health. 


Q.    How  can  I  help  to  fund  a  professorship 
or  chair? 


A.    There  are  several  options: 

1.  Utilize  the  1993  tax  law  to  your  advantage.  If  you 
have  appreciated  assets  such  as  stock,  bonds,  mutual 
funds,  etc.  and  have  held  them  over  12  months,  you  must 
pay  up  to  28%  of  your  capital  gain  to  the  IRS  if  you  sell. 
However,  if  you  donate  these  assets  (or  a  portion  thereoO 
to  the  NSU  Foundation,  you  are  not  liable  for  the  capital 
gain.  PLUS,  you  may  deduct  the  gift  at  the  actual  market 
value  of  the  asset  rather  than  the  cost.  The  difference 
between  market  value  and  cost  is  not  a  preference  item, 
and  not  subject  to  the  alternative  minimum  tax.  In 
addition,  you  can  deduct  up  to  30%  of  adjusted  gross 
income  with  this  type  of  gift. 

2.  Utilize  your  company's  matching  fund  program  to 
establish  a  professorship  over  a  couple  of  years.  Many 
companies  match  employees'  and  retirees'  gifts  to 
Northwestern.  Some  companies  match  on  a  higher  ratio 
than  one  to  one. 

3.  Donate  cash.  For  those  who  are  financially  able, 
making  a  donation  to  Northwestern  will  establish  the  chair 
or  professorship.  One  option  could  be  to  join  with  others 
from  your  class  to  establish  an  endowment. 

4.  Volunteer  to  work  with  your  company's  foundation 
to  interest  them  in  Northwestern. 

Of  course,  you  should  consult  your  tax  advisor  and/ 
or  attorney  for  advice  about  your  particular  situation.

For  someone  without  a  career 
plan,  Gary  Fields'  career 
appears  to  be  progressing 
smoothly.  Fields,  a  1982  journalism 
graduate  of  Northwestern,  is  a  reporter 
at  the  nation's  largest  newspaper,  USA 
Today. 

Fields  is  a  general  assignment 
reporter  who  generally  covers  "bad 
situations."  In  his  three  years  at  USA 
Today,  he  has  covered  stories  ranging 
from  the  1992  Los  Angeles  riots  and  the 
retrial  in  the  Rodney  King  case  to 
Hurricane  Andrew  and  the  crisis  in  Haiti. 

"I  never  really  applied  for  a  job. 
Things  have  just  fallen  into  place  for 
me,"  he  said. 

While  attending  Northwestern, 
Fields  was  a  member  of  Blue  Key, 
Student  Union  Goveming  Board,  Alpha 
Phi  Alpha,  Sigma  Delta  Chi,  Sigma 
Delta  Chi,  Sigma  Tau  Delta  and  the 
Interfratemity  Council.  He  was  also  a 
residenta-ssistant  in  Vamado  Hall.  Fields 
was  runner-up  to  Cliff  Lopez  for  Mr. 
NSU  in  1982.  That  experience  at  NSU 
has  helped  him  in  many  of  those  "bad 
situations"  he  covers. 

"Being  involved  in  campus  activities 
gave  me  a  lot  of  opportunities  to  work 
with  different  types  of  people,"  he  said. 
"Because  of  that  I'm  at  case  in  almost 
any  situation  I'm  in  and  know  how  to 
work  with  people." 
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Fields  got  his  first  job  at  the 
Natchitoches  Times  after  graduating. 
While  working  at  the  Natchitoches 
Times,  he  earned  a  master's  degree  in 
English.  He  was  there  for  three  years  as 
sports  editor.  His  first  year  at  the  Times 
wasoneofthe  toughest  for  Natchitoches 
Central  High  School  whose  football 
team  went  0-10.  Covering  a  winless 
team  had  a  big  impact  on  his  career. 

"I  didn't  see  a  point  in  being  critical 
of  kids  who  were  trying  their  best,  so  I 
tried  to  find  something  positive  and 
focus  on  good  things  about  the  kids," 
said  Fields.  "That  experience  made  me 
a  lot  more  sensitive  as  a  reporter." 

In  1985,  Fields  moved  to  the 
Shreveport  Times  as  Natchitoches 
bureau  chief.  He  covered  six  northwest 
Louisiana  parishes.  Fields  won  first 
place  for  the  best  breaking  story  in  the 
1987  Associated  Press  contest  for  a 
story  on  a  tornado  which  hit  DeSoto 
and  Caddo  Parishes.  He  moved  to 
Shreveport  Times'  main  office  as  a 
night  police  reporter. 

In  1990,  he  moved  to  Washington  to 
work  for  USA  Today  on  a  loanership 
program  sponsored  by  Gannett,  the 
publisher  of  USA  Today.  While  there, 
he  accepted  a  job  at  the  Washington 
Times  as  a  police  reporter.  During  his 
one  year  at  the  Washington  Times, 
there  were  434  murders  in  the  District 
of  Columbia  and  a  major  police 
corruption  case.  Fields  covered  more 
than  300  of  those  murders.  Since  then, 
he  has  covered  tragedies  including  the 
recent  US  Air  crash  near  Pittsburgh. 

"Sometimes  you  almost  have  to  step 
outside  yourselfwhen  you  deal  with  all 
the  tragedy,"  he  said.  "When  I  do  a 
story  on  a  tragedy,  I  want  to  put  a 
human  face  on  the  victims  and  let  the 
reader  know  that  the  people  involved 
just  aren't  statistics.  Occasionally,  I 
have  dreams  about  some  of  the  victims. 


I  have  to  ask  God  to  give  me  strength  to 
handle  things." 

Fields'  skill  was  tested  during  his 
tenure  with  the  Washington  Times. 
Many  of  the  murder  victims  were 
involved  in  the  drug  trade,  and  many 
readers  became  desensitized  to  the 
violence. 

"Every  victim  had  someone  who 
loved  them."  said  Fields.  "Noteveryone 
was  involved  in  drugs.  One  case  that 
stuck  with  me  was  a  young  man  who 
was  killed  while  sitting  in  a  barber's 
chair  on  a  Friday.  He  had  gotten  out  of 
prison  on  Monday  and  had  a  job 
interview  the  next  Monday.  The  young 
man  had  rehabilitated  himself.  He  was 
looking  to  the  future  but  his  past  had 
caught  up  with  him." 

Fields  had  an  opportunity  to  work 
for  the  Washington  Post  which  is 
considered  to  be  among  the  most 
influential,  well-respected  newspapers 
in  the  country.  It  was  easy  for  him  to 
decide  to  work  for  USA  Today. 

"My  family  can  read  USA  Today 
every  day  and  it  was  important  that 
they  be  able  to  see  my  work,"  he  said. 
"USA  Today  is  well-known  in  this 
country  and  around  the  world." 

Fields  returns  to  the  Natchitoches 
campus  as  often  as  possible.  He  was 
recently  the  keynote  speaker  at  the 
annual  Journalism  Day  program.  He 
enjoys  visiting  with  students  and  faculty 
and  seeing  how  the  campus  has 
changed.  Fields  played  a  major  role  in 
one  change  —  the  construction  of  The 
Alley  in  the  Friedman  Student  Union. 

"I  worked  with  Floyd  James  to  push 
that  through,"  said  Fields.  "We  thought 
that  the  students  needed  a  place  to  go  on 
campus,  so  they  wouldn't  always  have 
to  go  out  in  town.  It's  nice  to  see 
something  that  you  had  a  direct  hand 
in."

Karl  Moore  graduated  from 
Northwestern  35  years  ago 
and  has  never  stopped 
learning.  Moore,  a  1960  accounting 
graduate,  is  staff  vice  president  and 
chief  information  officer  with  Interna- 
tional Paper  in  Memphis. 

He  has  functional  responsibility  for 
all  information  systems  resources  on  a 
world-wide  basis.  That  includes  all  com- 
puter operations,  systems  development, 
voice  and  data  communications  and 
advanced  technology.  Moore  has  1 ,066 
employees  under  his  area  with  a  budget 
of  $100  million. 

"Education  is  an  ongoing  process," 
said  Moore.  "It's  like  a  race  with  no 
finish.  The  foundation  I  got  at  North- 
western was  so  important.  It  gave  me 
something  to  build  on,  and  gave  me  an 
opportunity  to  compete  with  graduates 
of  Harvard,  Yale,  Stanford,  MIT  and 
Pcnn  and  succeed." 

Moore  came  to  Northwestern  out  of 
Bastrop  High  School  with  a  "laid-back 
attitude"  toward  education.  He  planned 
to  major  m  business  administration,  but 
soon  changed  his  major  to  accounting. 

"The  quality  of  the  faculty  in  ac- 
counting had  a  big  impact  on  me."  he 
said.  "Professors  like  Dr.  Johnny 
Johnson,  Or.  Kenneth  Durr,  Dr.  Allen 
Steele  and  Dr.  H.  Towry  were  not  aI.so 
knowledgeable  in  their  field,  but  they 
look  an  interest  in  their  students  which 
made  a  big  difference." 
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Moore's  father  worked  for  Interna- 
tional Paper  for  35  years.  After  graduat- 
ing, Moore  followed  in  his  father's  foot- 
steps. He  went  to  work  for  International 
Paper  in  Mobile,  Ala.  as  an  administra- 
tive trainee.  He  has  been  a  vice  presi- 
dent of  finance  with  Bodcaw  Company, 
a  wholly  owned  subsidiary  of  Interna- 
tional Paper,  sector  controller  of  wood 
products  and  also  minerals  and  diversi- 
fied.

Moore  is  a  successful  person  by  any 
standard.

"I  consider  myself  an  overachiever," 
he  said.

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Four  new  members  inducted  into 

The  Graduate-N-Club  Hall  of  Tame 


Arthur  Beny 
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Four  Northwestern  State 
athletic  greats  were  inducted 
during  homecoming  activities 
into  the  "Graduate  N  Club" 
Hall  of  Fame,  the  highest 
award  Northwestern  bestows 
upon  its  former  athletes. 

Elected  to  the  Hall  were 
football  stars  Arthur  "Tank" 
Berry,  Gary  McCrary  and 
Tony  Papa  and  basketball 
standout  Tommy  Mathis. 

The  four  inductees  were  elected 
by  vote  of  fellow  former 
Northwestern  letterwinners.  The 
inductees  were  formally  inducted 
during  ceremonies  on  October  22, 
in  the  Purple  and  White  Room  of 
the  Northwestern  athletic 
fieldhouse. 

They  were  also  recognized  at 
Turpin  Stadium  during  pregame 
festivities  before  the  Homecoming 
football  game  against  North  Texas. 

The  new  inductees  will  raise  the 
membership  of  the  N  Club  Hall  of 
Fame  to  129  all-time  greats  from 
nine  decades  of  Northwestern 
athletics. 


Berry  is  considered  by  some 
to  be  the  greatest  defensive 
tackle  in  Northwestern 's  history. 
Berry  was  a  Kodak  Coaches  and 
Associated  Press  Division  I-AA 
Ail-American  in  1984.  He  was 
also  named  Gulf  Star  Conference 
Defensive  Player  of  the  Year  as  the 
Demons  tied  for  the  conference 
title. 

Berry  anchored  a  defense  that 
led  Division  I-AA  in  scoring 
defense,  allowing  just  9.0  points 
per  game.  Berry  recorded  77 
tackles,  nine  for  negative  yards  and 
a  team-high  nine  quarterback  sacks 
in  1984,  his  senior  year.  His 
blocked  field  goal  preserved  a  22-0 
shutout  of  Southern  Mississippi,  a 
win  that  ranks  among  the  greatest 
in  school  history.  Those  stats 
earned  him  first-team  All-GSC  and 
All-Louisiana  honors. 

As  a  sophomore  he  was  a  first- 
team  All-Louisiana  selection  at 
nose  guard.  Coach  Sam  Goodwin 
and  staff  voted  him  to  the  10-year 
"All-Goodwin  Team"  honoring  the 
top  players  in  Goodwin's  first 
decade (1983-92) as 
Northwestern 's  football  coach. 
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McCrary  was  a  four-year 
starter  from  1967-71. 
McCrary  started  the  last  three  games 
of  his  freshman  season  at  center  and 
continued  in  that  role  for  the  next 
three  years. 

He  won  three  consecutive  Best 
Offensive  Lineman  awards  and  was 
a  two-time  first-team  All-Gulf  States 
Conference  selection.  A  two-time 
honorable  mention  All-America,  he 
won  the  team's  Scholastic  Award  as 
a  senior  and  was  named  permanent 
team  captain. 

McCrary  was  a  member  of  Blue 
Key  National  Honor  Fraternity,  Beta 
Gamma  Psi  (accounting  majors 
honor  fraternity)  and  Who's  Who 
Among  Students  in  American 
Universities  and  Colleges. 


Papa  was  a  prep  standout  at 
Jesuit  High  School  before 
competing  for  Northwestern  from 
1967-71  after  transferring  from 
Texas  A&M.  He  won  the  Demons 
Best  Offensive  Back  award  in 
1968. 

Papa's  high  school  credentials 
include  two-time  all-city,  all- 
district  and  all-state  selection.  He 
was  an  All-Southern  and  honorable 
mention  Ail-American  choice 
following  the  1965  season  at  Jesuit. 
He  was  named  the  Outstanding 
Athlete  of  the  '60's  by  the 
Shreveport  Times. 

Papa  is  the  past  president  of  the 
Northwestern  Alumni  Association 
Shreveport  Chapter.  He  is  the 
president  of  Executive 
Underwriters  Inc.  in  Shreveport. 


Mathis  was  a  two-time  All- 
Gulf  States  Conference 
selection,  ranking  second  in  the 
GSC  with  an  18.2  scoring  average. 
The  Coushatta  native,  now  a 
Natchitoches  resident,  scored  996 
career  points  while  shooting  47.5 
percent  from  the  floor  and  75.3 
percent  from  the  free  throw  line  in 
his  career. 

Mathis,  a  guard,  led  the  Demons 
in  scoring  his  junior  and  senior 
years  and  was  a  four-year  letterman 
from  1960-64.  He  also  ran  on  the 
track  team  as  a  freshman  and 
sophomore.
